Trill of a CbineM Murderer. 


'A Cbinamsu named How Jusg killed a brother 


Chinaman In Montana, and was put upon his trial 
or murder by*tho " barbarian " authorities of 
that Territory. Tbe ceremony of swearing Chi- 
nese .witnesses has some points of a novel char- 
acter about It, of whicb the subjoined extract 
rom the Helena Herald will give a fair under- 
standing: 


Ah Lee was interpreter for the prosecution, 


and Sam Wah lor tbe defence. The ceremony 
of swearing the witnesses aud interpreters wus 
i curious one, Inasmuch as it was conducted, as 
far as possible, In tbe Chinese fashion. A copy 
yt the usual oath to " tell the truth, the whole 
ruth," «£c,,orto "truiy interpret," as the case 
might bo, was written iu Chinese, sud presented 
o each of the persons to be sworu, each one at 
he same time putting a piece of red JOGS paper 
about four inches square, Iuto bis pocket. Two 
oosters, which had been in " attendance npou 
>urt" for nearly two days in order that they 
might be ready for this ceremony, were iiow 
wrought iu frout of the Judge's desk, in order 
bit, through their martyrdom in the cause of 
ustice, they might Influence tbe Celestials to telt 
he truth. Rooster No. 1 now had his head laid 
cross a block of wood, beside which stood wit- 
iicss No. 1. A hatchet being banded to him— 
he Celestial, not the rooster—he atruck a blow 
upou the neck of the poultry specimen, and wit- 
nesses Nos. Ii aud 3 followed suit, tho third blow 
dispatching the lowl. Rooster No. Q was siml- 
arly Gcrved by tbe interpreters and remaining 
vituess. While tbe fowls were still bleeding and 
heir blood being caught in a plate, tbe persons 
jeing sworu stood up before the Clerk of thu 
Court and burned, the oaths lo which they had 
ubgcilbed, at the same time taking upon ttieui- 
clvcs the following Chinese substitute for an 
;>ath . " it 1 do not tell the truth I shall die as 
he chicken dies; but if I do tell the truth I 
hall go borne to China in a short time."
